Fire Destroys Farm 
House 


On Thursday morning about one 
o'clock fire broke out at the farm- 
house of Mr Chas O'Bray, about 
half a mile south of town, and within 
a very short time the whole of the 
two-story frame building occupied 
by Mr O'’bray and his wite and fam- 
ily was burned to the ground. 

Earlier in the evening, and before 
the family retired to rest a slight 
outbreak of fire was discovered, but 
it was put out, and everything was 
thought to be safe, However, 
about 1 a.m. Mr O'bray awoke to 
find the building in flames, and it 
took himself and his family all their 
time to get out without injury. 
There was no alarm sent into town 
from the fire, as the building was 
too far gone for the fire brigade to 
be of any use. 

The loss, which will be over 
$1000, is partly covered by insur- 
ance, 


ANOTHER ALARM 

About 3 a.m. it was discovered 
that the prairie was on fire within 
several hundred yards of Sixth 
Street. An attempt was made to 
put it out without sounding a gen- 
eral alarm, but it was seen that the 
flames were making great headway, 
and approaching dangerously close 
to Mr McElhoes’ residence and other 
buildings. The firebell was there- 
fore rung, and the engines turned! } 
out. The fire was checked when 
within fifty yards of Mr McElhoes’ 
house. The origin of this fire is 
somewhat obscure. The O'bray 
fire was about half a mi'le dis- 
tant from the starting place of the 
other fire. The wind, of course, 
might have carried the sparks from 
the former for that distance, but | 
another hypothesis is that it might | 
have been caused by someone on | 
their way to or from the first fire | 
dropping a match or a cigar end in 
the grass.

Premier Asquith’s Attempt to Rescind 
Resolution on Home Rul 
Causes Scenes of Wild Disorder in 


Historic Chamber—Unionists Pre- 
vent Speeches. é 
London.—The House of Commons 


the popular house of the Motuer of 
Parliaments, was the scene of a riot 
over Premier Asquith’s proposal to re- 
acind the action of Monday when the 
Unionists carried by a majority of 22 
Sir Frederick Banbury’s amendment 
defeating the most important finan- 
cial feature of the Home Rule Bill 

The Unionists refused to permit the 
debate and the Speaker was forced to 
adjourn the session on account of the 
disorder. This js an extremely tare 
necessity and the situation is consid- 
ered a critical one. 

When the session began there were 
packed benches . The Premier's fol- 
lowers gave him a great cheer on his 
entrance and demonstrated that they 
were present in force by defeating a 
motion to adjourn early in the pro- 
ceedings by 2 vote of 327 to 218 

The substance of Mr. Asquith’s mo- 
tion was that the Banbury amendment 
should be rescinded, nothwithstanding 
anything in ie way of orders of the 
house and that this house, with re- 
spect to the Home Rule Bill, shall 
consider the Bill as of the same stat- 
us as thcugh Monday's proceedings 
had not taken place 

The effect of this would be practi- 
cally to begin again the consideration 
of the bill at 
Banbury amendment was offered. 

Then the storm came. Sir Freder- 
ick Banbury woved that a decision ac- 
cepted could not be reversed at the 
same session. 

The only honorable alternative be 
fore the Government, he said, are 
resignation or dissolution.

Col. Hughes, will stand together in 
the upbuilding of humanity the world 
over, and they will stand together in 
strengthening friendly relations with’ 
the United States. 

The speaker dwelt upon the friendly 
relations which exist and which, he 
said, must always exist between the 
United States and the British empire. 
The railroads bind Canada and this 
country, he said, and make one of the 
strongest ties of friendship. The 
aims of the two people are alike and) 
so they will continue to work side by 
side in perfect amity.

Canada, he said, was building up 
an industrial nat'on, not merely aeri- 
cultural. Tie west, naturally, was 
still largely agricultural, but even 
there the dawn of the industrial era 
had broken, and with the expansion of 
its industries the west would cease 
to regard the east as unduly profiting 
from its resources. 

Sir Edmund referred to the task of 
making Canadians of the vast numer 
of immigrants pouriog to the coun 
try, and recalled the fact that It was
